It 
was found that the bullet had en- 
tered the back of his head, pierced 
his brain and lodged in his fore- 
head. The wound was so desperate 
that hospital authorities gave him 
only a few minutes to live. His 


father and mother, Mr, and Mrs. H. 


T. Simpson, of 300 Jonesboro road, 
were brought to the lad’s bedside be- 
fore he died. ' 

According to boys in the party, 
they were returning after midnight 
from the home of a Mrs. Willick, on 
Jonesboro road, where they had at- 
tended a Halloween party.

What Has Been Done in| 


Away Influence in Con- 
troversies Rooted in Age- 
Old National Rivalries. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 

Boston, Mass., October 30.—A for- 
eign policy of helpfulness and good 
understanding, without entanglements 
which would fetter American inde- 
pendence, was outlined by Secretary 
Hughes, of the state department, in an 
address in Symphony hall tonight re- 
viewing the record of the Harding ad- 
ministration in the field of -interna- 
tional relations. 

By the Jead it took in the arms con- 
ference, tbe secretary said, and by its 
efforts toward harmony among the 
nations of the westeru hemisphere, the 
American government during the past 
twenty months has set a record of 
accomplishment far beyond what was 
expected of it when the new admin- 
istration came into power. 

So far as Europe is concerned, Mr. 
Hughes declared, President Harding 
and his advisers always have been 
ready to lend a helping hand where 
it would do the most good, but are 
not willing to fritter away the in- 
fluence of the United States by in- 
tervention in controversies that are 
rooted in age-old national rivalries. 

“The chief trouble at this time in 
Europe,” he. continued, “is that the

On his way to Rome, Mussolini 
stopped to review Fascisti forces mo- 
bilized some distance outside the city. 
He asked them to remain loyal to 
the King. ; 

The communist party has dissolved. 
and its deputies in parliament are 
expected to resign, according to the 
“Azione.” 

Elaborate precautions taken by the 
military are now the subject of much 
humorous comment in view of the 
peaceful - disposition of the Fascisti 
and the ease with which they assumed 
control. The military commander 
here, according to some sarcastic com- 
ments, acted as if a huge enemy force 
was about to be met or as if Hanni- 
bal were again hammering at the 
getes of Home. Precautions were 
taken which were never dreamed of 
during the great war. Great forces 
of troops and artillery were massed 
in the streets and barricades were 
thrown up while the peaceful popu- 
lation was asking who these prepara- 
tions were against. 

King Victor Emmanuel, by his cool 
exercise of judgment during the crisis, 
has increased his prestige immensely. 

D’Annunzio May be Called. 

Rome, October 30.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press..\—Reports are in cir- 
culation that Gabriele d’Annunzio is 
coming to Rome at Mussolini’s re- 
quest. The new premier desires to 
constit with d’Annunzio on future 
measures for the welfare of the coun- 
try. He declares that strict economy 
is necessary. 

Though there has been no rioting in 
Rome, isolated fights have occurred. 
In the Borgo quarter, near the Yati- 
ean, in a Fascisti raid as a reprisal for 
a communist attack, several revolver 
shots were fired. A few miles from 
Rome 100 Fascisti were ambushed. 
One was killed, one was mortally 
wounded, and two were dangerously 
wounded. At Garibaldi bridge, over 
the Tiber, communists attacked the 
royal guards, killing a sergeant.

Production of high quality ean be 
continued or restored through the 
adoption of proved varigtive and the 
establishment of a single variety in 
communities where superior varieties | t 
of cotton can be kept pure, it is said. 
The custom among cotten growers of 
planting many dj ee went in 
the same locality, th ctice of us- 
ing ordinary “gin run” seed for plant- 
ing, and the popular idea that cotton 
v: rieties “run out” are also. touched 
upon. The fact is, the writers assert, 
that many times locally selected seed 
of good varieties has proved better 
than the new stock and that some of 
the best known varieties have - been 
grown continuously in the same dis- 
tricts for many years with no indica- 
tion of “running out” as long as iso- 
lation, selection and clean ginning 
were maintained. 

Fight an Boll Weevil. 


Concerning the boll weevil, it is 
said that a en — of cotton 
may be raised adopting certain 
measures which oral control the pest 
under ordinary circumstances. The 
use of calcam arsenate in dry dust 
form, which has - proved fairly suc- 
cesful, is recomended. Other protec- 
tive measures are the fall destruction 
of the cotton plants, either by burn- 
ing or by plowing under, the use of 
early maturing varieties of cotton and 
planting the seed ‘vel in the spring 
to get the crop well along before 
the weevils have become numerous 
enough te be. destructive. 

Regarding cost of production, the 
department says that the grower who 
knows his own actual cost of pro- 
duction ahd has averaged or stand- 
ard figures to compare with his own, 
is in a fair way to stop small leaks 
in his expenses and to reinforce those 
features of his practice in which he 
has an advantage. 

Maintain Soil Fertility. 

In planning cropping systems, far- 
mers are urged not only to provide 
sufficient acreages of corn, small 
grains, hay and other feed crops to 
feed pigs, chickens, the farm work 
‘stock, and the family cows, but’ also 
to build up and maintain soil fer- 
tility to get the best returns from 
the land used and the capital and 
labor expended. 

The article is the most complete 
economic discussion of the cotton crop 
ever attempted by the department of 
agriculture. It has been prepared by 
a group of the nation’s leading agro- 
nomists and agricultural economists 
connected with the department and is 
illustrated with many maps and 
charts.

Wants U. S. to Aid Armen 

New York, October 30. —- W. 
Gerard, former ambassador to Ger- 
many and chairman of the American 
committee “for the independence of 
Armenia, tonight issued a statement 
calli upon the United States gov- 
ernment to accept “its plain responsi- 
bility to Armenia” at the forthcoming 
Near East peace conference. 

“We should remind the powers,” 
Mr. Gerard said, “that, at their re- 

uest, the president of the United 
tates defined the boundaries of Ar- 
menia; that following our rejection 
of the Armenian mandate, they con- 
cluded the Sevres treaty, in which 
they provided for the setting up of: 
an independent and united Armenian 
state, and that the responsibility for 
the failure to consumate the Sevres 
treaty belongs wholly to them.” 


Reply of America. 

Paris, October 30.(By the Associat- 
ed Press.) —The attitude of the Amer-. 
ican government as regards ‘the peace 
conference at Lausanne for the set- 
tlement- of Near Eastern questions 
was communicated to Premier ° Poin- 
care this evening by the American 
ambassador, Myron T. Herrick. The 
substance of _ this communication 
which was made public this evening, 
indicates that the United States is 
desirous‘only of sending observers to 
the proposed conference for the pur- 
pose of safeguarding certain rights 
such as porge of philathropic, 
educational and religious institations, 
freedom of opportunity, protection of 
minorities, freedom of the straits and 
archaeological research and study. 

After ceanegeer out, that the princi- 
pal ‘purpose of the proposed confer~ 
ence will be the drawing up of a 
ong of peace with Turkey and deal- 
ing with problems resulting from the 
state of belligerency between the al- 
lied powers, Turkey and Greece, the 
reply says:

unco with the humanitarian

fof tHe attorneys went to sleep. 


Throughout the wrangling of his 
attorneys over the selection of a jury, 
he «pparently slept soundly, not 
arousing until after the jury had 
been selected, et 12:15 o'clock.

TAX FREE BOND 
ISSUES OPPOSED

They form, in the most part, bonds! 
for street, sewer and municipal im- 
provements, to finance which 10 or 
15 year_ securities have been issued. 
Treasury officials state that very few 
issues of this character are for longer 
than 20 years, 

Bulk of Tax Free Bonds. 
Figures at the treasury depart- 
ment show that the bulk of tax-free 

bonds were issued by states, coun- 
ties and other political sub-divisions | # 
of the states. On January 1, 1922, 
it was calculated a total of $8,142,000 

in such securities had been issued. No 
allowance bas been made for new is- 
sues of maturities since then. The 
government has outstanding $2,184.- 

,000 it was stated, in tax free 
bonds, most of which are first Liberty 
hond loans. ‘The federal farm bond 
loans agregate $284,000,000 and t 
bonds of the insular possessions 
amount to $50,000,000. 

Tax exempt securities were aban- 
doned by the government after the 
first war loan, all issues since that 
time being subject to other than the 
normal income tax. But the surtax 
is said to be more heavily involved 
in the investment of money in tax 
free holdings. 

Treasury officials estimate that core 
porations, such as insurance, surety 
and bonding companies, banks and 
trust companies, hold $5,660,000,000 
of the outstanding tax-free bond is- 
sues. These companies being required 
to maintain certain reserves, many 
states doing business with them re- 
quire these reserves to be in the form 
of local, state or municipal securities. 

As a large per cent of sucn cor- 
porations are required to invest in 
these securities they would still be 
obliged to invest in them if they were 
taxable, it is pointed out, and the gain 
to the federal government in taxes 
from corporation-held securities would 
be about $350,000,000 it is argued. 

More Than $1,000,000,000,: 


Tax exempt bonds are issued an- 
nually in excess of $1,000,000,000, 
treasury records show. In 1921 the 
amount marketed was $1,100,000,000 
exclusive of $100,000,000 put out by 
land banks. 

Officials have pointed out that the 
most important consideration is the 
existence of the growing mass of tax- 
free bonds, coupled with the extremely 
high surtax rates, still impoged by 
law, tends to drive personsg: ~

In England, Bonar Law faces one 
of the most perplexing tasks any 
premier bas confronted in British his- 
tory.

impossible of fulfillment. 

Italy has apparently already capit- 
ulated to an overpowering wave of 
fascism bent on introducing a _ new 
social and economic order in Italy, 
and a policy of extreme nationalism 
in ‘that country’s foreign relations. 
The fascist policy of the “Mediter- 
ranean for Mediterraneans” may mean 


a dangerous experiment, resulting in| 


untold foreign comrlications, 

Germany is faring little better. 
Her political and industrial condi- 
tions are steadily growing ~ worse, 
while the mark keeps on its down- 
ward course. Political disorders, 
such as the recent plots to assassinate 
President Ebert and Chancellor 
Wirth, may break out into violence: 
at any moment. 

Meantime, such questions as repa- 
rations, the inter-allied debt, and the 
general welfare of central Europe 
which have already suffered from an 
excess of neglect, will now probably 
be set aside entirely until after the 
British elections. Bonar Law, bent 
on caution, does not desire to strike 
out on new foreign policies until the 
electorate returns him « majority. 

Anything May Happen 

Thus, with polities fasted further 
postponement of an economic settle- 
ment, anything may happen. One 
thing is .certain—there is more diffi- 
culty ahead over the reparations 
question. With the mark completely 
broken down, reparations payments 
in the immediate or near future are 
entirely out of the question.

Slight Decline Is Seen 
Is Condition of Cotton 


8 Per Cent Loss for Oc-| 


tober, Says Journal of 
Commerce—Georgia Sec- 
ond Heaviest Loser. 


New York, October 30.—(Special.) 
Notwithstanding the favorable weath- 


er that has’ pfevailed over the great- 
er part of the cotton belt during Oc- 
tober, further — deterioration has 
taken place, says the October cotton 
condition report to The Journal of 
Commerce. Final reports of nearly 
1,500 correspondents of this journal, 
under an average date of October 24, 
indicate a decline: in percentage con-~- 
ditions of 0.8 per cent from the con- 
dition figure of 52.5 per cent esti- 
mated ‘a month ago. 

“Last year there was a loss of 14 
per cent from a condition of 44.7 
per cent, while in 1920, a drop of no 
less than 8.7 per cent was shown,” 
the report declares. “It should, how- 
ever, be noted that with the exception 
of the unusually poor showing made 
a year ago, and a condition of 48.1 
per cent in 1919, the present estimate 
is the lowest for any October since 
1903. For the past ten years the av- 
erage deterioration has- been 34 per 
cent, 

“South Carolina was the heaviest 
loser, showing a decline of 3 per cent. 
Georgia is a close second, with a drop 
of 2 per cent, while North Carolina, 
Louisiana and Alabama lost each 2 
per cent. In Texas percentage con- 
dition was maintained, while Missou- 
. gained 2.3 per cent and Tennessee 

1.6 per cent. Smaller increases have 
also been made in Arkansas, Okla- 
homa and Florida. 


Outstanding Feature.

riety, you are safe, so far as the me- 
chanism is concerned. What is im- 
portant, however, is to choose the type 
of machine suitable for your purpose. 
The single-thread machine makes a 
chain stitch, fine and pretty; which 
requires one-half again more thread 
than the double-thread machine. This 
stitch is more suitable for sewing 
light materials, such as thin cotton 
or linen, and often igs inadequate for 
heavy fabrics. Also you must fasten 
the ends of the thread to prevent the 
stitch from ripping. 
The two-thread machine. which 
makes a lock stitch. has a greater va- 
riety of uses, as the tension may 
adjusted to the material. You ean, 
therefore, include heavy woolens and 
thick goods of different types among 
the list of materiale which may be

Kansas City, Mo., October 30.— 
Abraham Lincoln was indorsed as 
“one of the greatest and noblest Amer- 
icans who ever lived’ in resolutions 


proposed here today at the annual re- 
ullion or the United Confederate Vet- 
eraus Of Missouri. The veterans con- 
vened today tor a two-day session. 

“We want the worid to know,” said 
A. A. Pearson, brigadier-general of the 
Missourl Orgunizauion, “that the nia- 
jority of the confederate veterans be- 
lieve that Lincoin was one of the 
greatest and nobiest Americans that 
ever lived.
